true, the genuine demagogue and 
related an anecdote to the effect 
that when Lord Chatham wuss 
proposing to the English Cabinet 
anew measure of taxation, includin 
the a windows, he misse 
one member of the Cabinet and 
asked for him by name. The an- 
swer was that it made no difference 
Whether that member was present or 
not, because he was afool. “That is 
the very reason,” said Chatham,‘that 
I want him here, because the way he 
thinks about this thing is the way 
that the majority of the people of 
England may think about it, and [ 
want to know the sentiment of the 
public.” He wanted to know it not 
to ponder to it, but that he might go 
beiore the people and raise them to a 
sentiment of the necessity and pro- 
priety of the measure. Recurring to 
the consideration of the increased 
salary bili, Mr. Stephens said that he 
Was very glad to say that that was a 
measure for which neither political 
party was responsible. 

His opinion was that the Democra- 
cy, in the proportion of its vote in 
Congress, Was quite as responsible as 
the Republican party. The gentle- 
man from New York, Tremain, had 
admitted yesterday that under the 
Constitution every Congress had a 
right to fix its own cCoinpensation. 
It had done so from the beginning of 
the government. It had frequently 
increased that Compensation and the 
increase Was always and necessarily 
retroactive. Worthy men had done 
this in the past century and in the 
early part of the present century. 
The brighest ornameuts in American 
history had subjected themselves to 
be denounced as salary grabbers and 
thieves. The first great thing to be 
learned in this life, that which had 
been taught in the schools of ancient 
(rreece, Was to discriminate between 
that which the multitudes thought 
Was right and that which was right 
in itself. If there was anything 
wrong, anything immoral, anything 
dishonest, anything which would 
reflect disgrace on a man’s memory 
for taking that legal appropriation, 
he wanted to Know what it was. If 
it was wrong for members to take 
what the law allowed, where were 
men to find a rule for right or wrong. 
H.s remarks on this subject did not 
apply to himself, but he was a citi- 
zen of the country, and he felt a deep 
interest in the dignity and character 
of Congress. He claimed that when 
Congress passed the retroactive law 
of last session, it had a constitution- 
al right todo so. He was not saying 
whether it was expedient or not, but 
no blush should rest on the cheek of 
any man whether he voted for the 
bill or not, who took the money. If 
he had been here he should have 


taken it whether he voted for it 
or not, and should have felt 
that he 


was as entitled to 
it as he was to receive adollar a day. 
It was a constitutional law, constitu- 
ally passed, and those who were en- 
titled to pay under it were as much 
entitled to the whole of it as they 
were to any dime received under it. 
Ifany thoughtit was too much and 
returned it, he, Stephens, would not 
cast a slur upon him for doing so. 

He haa now discussed the moral 
view of the question, and he would 
now proceed to discuss it in its politi- 
cal aspect. He was not going to 
place a value on his own services asa 
Representative, but if he were to 
state what he thought the services of 
a Representative ought to be worth, 
he would go far above the figure of 
any law that has ever been passed. A 
Representative of the people ought to 
bea man of that mental calibre, that 
information, that education, that vir- 
tue, that trustworthiness, and ail 
those qualities which command the 
highest remuneration. He had given 
itas his opinion in the last speech 
he made in the House, fourteen years 
ago, that ifthe salaries of members 
of Congress were teu thousand dol- 
lars, Senators fifteen thousand, the 
Chief Jusi.ce of the Supreme Court 
fifty thousand, the Associate Judges 
twenty-five thousand, and the Presi- 
dent one hundred thousand, it would 
be better for the country at large. He 
held the same opinion still. e cer- 
tainly should not vote for the bill, re- 
yorted by the Committee, but he be- 

ieved that the most unwise action of 
the lasi Congress was the abolition of 
the franking privilege. 

At the next executive session of 
the Senate, the Committee on Judi- 
ciary will make a favorable report on 
the nomination of Geo. H. Williams 
to be Chief Justice. 

It appears from the report of the 
Southern Claims Commission, that 
the gross amount of claims filed is 
sixty million, and the aggregate 
amount passed on ten millions. 
There remaining seventeen thousand 
claims, amounting to fifty millions, 
are to be adjudicated. The 
amount claimed in the whole num- 
ber of cases now reported is $4,718,- 
891, and the amount allowed in set- 
tlement of the 1863 approved claims 
is $644,365, an average allowance of 
$599 to each claimant. 

The indications are that the House 
of Representatives will pass a_ bill 
fixing the salary of members of Con- 
gress at about six thousand dollars 
per year, with an allowance of actual 
travelling expenses.
